THE CROLERA QUESTION. 


There are fears that with the coming 


ot summer this year will come that dead- 
ly malady—cholera. It is now lingering 
in Europe, where it will quietly slumber 
during the winter mouths, and it has 
been suggested that the increase of emi- 
gration in tho spring and summer wil1 


more than likely cause the disease to find 
its way to this country. 
It may, and 


it may not, but tbo chances are probably 
in favor of its coming, but to what cxten' 
of course, no one can with any certainty 
conjecture. 


When one hears that cholera is making 


its stride into the ooualry, it is very nat- 
nral that ho should UKO it as a reminder, 


to do as Hezfakiah did, to set his house in 
order; and yet there is a way of escape- 
from the dreadful ravages of thu disease. 
It IB Lot ua bad as many suppose whten 
proper precautions are taken. In order 
to begin battling with the disease in 
time, ooLfro^s in urged to appropriate 
$500,000. But whether congress will do 
this is doubtful. It would rather throw 
awty ten timo* that nmounton somo old 
worthless ereen where eintractora would 
fatten on the spoils, and call it river im- 
provement, then speud 3500,000 iu mak- 
ing an attempt lo fuve the lives of the 
people from the ravusi'8 of oholem.
